THE PUNJAB SECURITY OE THE STATE (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1951. 

No. Ill of 1951 

An Act to amend the Punjab Security of the State Act, 1951 

[lHh November, 1951 1 

In o\oroise of the powers conferred by section <t of tho Punjab State 
Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1951 (XLVL of 1951), the Presi- 
dent is pleased to enact as follows-— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) This Act may be culled the 
Punjab Security of the State (Amendment) Act, 1951. 

(8) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 1, President's Act I of 1951.— To sub-section 
(J) of section 1 of the Punjab Security of the State Act, 1951 (hereinafter 
refeired to as the principal Act), the words and figures “and shall remain 
in force up to thy 121 h day of September, 195, V’ shall bo added. 

3. Amendment of section 2, President's Act I of 1951. — In section. 2 
ol the principal Act, — 

(a) in sub-section (1), the words “impair the efficiency ur” shall 
be omitted ; 

( b ) in sub-section (,!), for the wolds "i cason to believe", the 
words “reasonable grounds for believing’’ shall be substituted; 

(c) in sub-section (4), for the word “three”, the word “two” 
shall he substituted. 
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4. Amendment of section 3, President's Act I of 1951.— In section 8 
of the principal Act, — - 

(a) in sub section (I), for the words “organised and trained or 
organised and equipped either for the purpose of onabling them to be 
employed for the use or display of force or in suoh manner as to 
arouse reasonable apprehension that thoy are organised and either 
trained or equipped for that purpose”, the words “for the unautho- 
rised uso or display of foroo” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (2), for the words “two years”, the words 
"one year” shall be substituted, 

5. Amendment of section 4, President's Act I of 1951 In section 4 

of the principal Act, — 

(a) for the word “practice”, the words “unauthorised practice" 
shall be substituted; 

(b) for the words “preparation for the use”, the words “prepara- 
tion for the organised use” shall he substituted. 

6. Amendment of section 5, President’s Act I of 1951. — In section: fl 
of the principal Act, — 

(a) in sub-section (1) — 

(i) the words “make or” shall be omitted; 

(if) for the words “a movement prejudicial to the security 
of the State or the maintenance of public order”, the words 
“any organisation declared unlawful by the Government” shall 
be substituted; 

(!)) in sub-section (3), for the words, figure and brackets “con- 
travenes the provisions of sub-section (I)”, the words “publicly 
wears, carries or displays any such uniform, flag, banner or emblem” 
shall be substituted. 

7. Amendment of section 6, President’s Aot I of 1951.— In seotion 6 

of the principal Act,— 

(a) after the words “by order in writing”, the words “from time 
to time” shall be inserted; 

(b) for the words “during such period”, the words “for such 
period not exceeding two months” Bhall be substituted; 

( o ) the Explanation shall be omitted. 

8. Amendment of section 7, President’s Act I of 1951.— In sub-eeotion 

(J) of seotion 7 of the principal Act, — 

(a) for the words, “the interests of the general public”, the words 
“tho socurity of the State or the maintenance of pubiio order” shall 
be substituted; 

(b) in clause ( d ) — 

(() the words “or do both,” shall be omitted; 

(ii) for the words “authority or person”, the word “magis 
trnte” shall be substituted. 
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9. Amendment oi section 8, President's Act I ol 1951. — In section 8 
of the principal Act, — 

(а) in sub-section (1) — 

(i) in clause (a), the words “or on premises in hm occupation 
or under his control" shall be omitted; 

(iV) the words “unless he proves that he was unaware of ihr 
nature of the document’’ shall be omitted; 

(б) in sub-section (9), for the word “allows", the words “inten- 
tionally permits” shall be substituted. 

10. Amendment ol section 9, President’s Act I ol 1951. — In section 
9 of the principal A of,— 

(a) in sub-section (2) — 

(i) in clause (a), for the words “The maintenance of law and 
order, the public safety or the public revenues”, the words “or 
the maintenance of law and order” shall he substituted; 

(ii) the word “forthwith" shall be omitted; 

(b) in sub-section (6), clause (a) and the Explanation shall be 
omitted. 

11. Omlsfrion ol sections 10 and 11, President’s Act I ol 1961. — Sec- 
tions 10 and 11 of the principal Ai t shall he omitted. 

12. Amendment ol section 12, President’s Act 1 of 1951. — In section 

12 of the principal Act, — 

(a) sub-section (2) shall bo omitted ; 

( b ) in clause (a) of sub-section (2), for tho words "tho maintenance 
of public order or the interests of the general public , the words “or the 
maintenance of public order” shall be substituted 

13. Amendment ol section 13, President’s Act I ol 1951. — In section 

13 of the principal Act, for the words “and non-bailable”, the words “and 
shall, if the offence is punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to a period exceeding one year, be non-bailable” shall be substi- 
tuted. 

14 . Omission ol section 14, President’s Act I ol 1951.— Section 14 of 
the principal Aot shall he omitted 

16 . Amendment ol Schedule, President’s Act I ol 1951.— In clause (/) 
of the Schodule to the principal Aot, for tho words “of general use’’, the 
words “essential to the life of the community” shall be substituted.
